United States Engineers Put Snag Boat 
On Trinity R iver Near Liberty, Texas 


Making the Trinity river navigable 
is no longer a dream of the people 
along its shore. It is soon to lie reality. 
h or years and years, longer than J 
the memory of any living man in Tex­ 
as today, the Trinity river has been 
carrying timber from its upper reach­ 
es to deposit it along its shores and 
on tile sand bars near the coast of the 
Gulf of Mexico. These trees, some of 
them as large as four feet or more in 
diameter, have clogged tin* channel, 
thus 
making 
navigation 
impossible 
even in such sections where the chan­ 
nel is sufficiently deep for the free 
movement of large water craft. 
Late in August the United States 
army engineers moved in one of their 
snag boats and started yanking these 
fallen monarchs o f the forest from 
their watery moorings between 
Lib­ 
erty and the mouth of the river at the 
Gulf. All of the old trunks will be 
hauled clear of tin* river. Sand bars 
will be cut and the lower Trinity will 
become navigable for boat, raft and 
scow movements. 
For tin* first five years’ operation 
of improving the lower Trinity river 
navigable channel the federal govern 
ment has appropriated $100,OOO. 
'I he Trinity river between Liberty 
and the Gulf is a lingo stream. For 
several nu iii lls the people of Liberty 
have been financing a channel clearing 
project, hut now that the I . S. govern­ 
ment has moved in, the work is ex­ 
pected to speed up m aterially. 
The 
snagging equipment 
consists 
really of a fh*et of three boats, for 
the big working beast must bt* servic­ 
ed by two additional crafts. One is a 
motor tender, ami the other a barge, 
carrying fuel oil and water for opera­ 
tion. 
Derrick boat No. 8, which does the 
actual work of clearance, has a hull I 
one hundred feet long and thirty feet! 
wide, 9 Vi feet deep. It is powered with] 
a steam hoisting engine. 'Pile lifting] 
capacity of its equipment is 15 tons. 
The motor tender Beaumont has a 
length of 56Vj feet, 
feet, and is 5 feet 
gets power from a 
engine. 
Barge F is a steel structure 80 ft. 
long, 26 feet wide, and 5 feet deep. It 
carries sufficient fuel oil and water 
for servicing the big derrick boat and 
tug boat. 
Engineers have estimated that ap­ 
proximately five months will be re­ 
quired 
to 
clear 
the 
river from its 
mouth to Coogan’s Bluff iii the vicini­ 
ty of Liberty, a distance of MS miles. 
When this has lK*en accomplished, tin* 
channel will be defined and dredged to 
the standard inland waterways opt Ii 
and to a width sufficient for practical 
barge line navigation. This "ill defi-

and canals up the Trinity river more 
than one-tenth the navigable channel 
route to Dallas and Fort Worth.
